TRENTON, NJ --- New Jersey producers reaped $505 million in sales in 2019, according to Bruce 
Eklund, state statistician of the USDA’s National Agricultural Statistics Service (NASS), New Jersey Field 
Office. This Census of Horticulture found considerable growth compared to the 2014 Horticulture Census 
total of $356 million in sales. 

 

New Jersey growers were seventh nationally in sales. New Jersey individual and family operations 
accounted for $106 million of those sales and ranked fourth nationally.
